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PALESTINE AND IRAQ 


Jews Rush to Enlist 


POPULAR DEMAND FOR 
CONSCRIPTION 


The anti-British events in Iraq have deeply stirred the 
Yishuy, and the immediate reaction has been one of enthu- 
siastic offers by Jews to enlist in the British Forces. Ht ts 
felt that Palestine is now in the front line of battle, and 
scores of Jews applied for military service without waiting 
for the date fixed by the Jewish Agency and the Vaad 
Leumi for enlistment. 

A proclamation calling on all unmarried Jews in Palestine 
between the ages of 20 and 30 to enlist inimediately in the 
British Forces: was issued jointly by the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency and the Vaad lecumi, and the date fixed for enlistment 
was May 4. 

Immediate enlistment, said the proclamation, must be regarded 
as a duty by Jews in all walks of lie within the specified age- 
limits A special Commitice was appointed to consider Cases 
in which persons may be regarded as tree trom the obligation. 

Although 8,000 Jews were already serving m the British 
Forces. the majority of them im Jewish units. the situation 
demanded a speedy filling of the ranks, the proclamation 
concluded 

Ihe response was excellent! and at the recruiting stations 
opened all over the country the number of men offering their 
services was reported to exceed expectations 

The Executives of all National institutions, including the 
Jewish Agency, the Jewish National Fund, the Keren Hayesod, 
the Anglo-Palestine Bank, the Hebrew University, and the 
Histadrut, called upon their employees to volunteer immed 
ately tor service 

The settlement of Beer-Tuvia decided to enrol immediately 
all single men in accordance with the appeal, and also to pre- 
pare the other men tor mobilisation m case of need. 

Compulsory military service in Palestine is favoured by the 
Histadrut Haovdim (General Federation of Jewish Labour in 
Palestine) 

A resolution passed -by the Council of the Mapai (Labour 
Party) provided for the carrying out of a census of all members 
of the organisation between the ages of 20 and 34, and appointed 
a special recruiting committee tor “speedy compulsory 
recruiting. 

An editorial article in the Hebrew daily Davar, the organ 
of Jewish Labour in I Vestine, stressed the urgency and import- 
ance of enlistment. and demanded that every able-bodied 
member of the Histadrut should mmediately be recruited 

Australian troops, ieaded by muitary bands. and with acro- 
planes circling overhead, paraded the main streets of Tel-Aviv 
with the object of stimulating recruiting 


Poles to Join Up 


The Polish Consul-General in Jerusalem har summoned all 
Polish citizens in Palestine up to the age of 45 who are in 
receipt of grants to join the Polish Army at once. Only priests 
and rabbis are excepted from the order. 


New Zionist Plans for War Effort 


Dr Altman. leader of the New Zionists in Palestine, has had 
an interview with the Chief ‘Secretary, Mr S. McPherson, 
and General Clark, the General Officer Commanding, in con- 
mection with the present situation The purpose of the inter- 
view was to discuss ways and means of augmenting the war 
effort of the Yishuv ind to convert it into a war machine for 
more active assistance in the defence of the country and in 
the gencral British war effort 

Both officers listened sympathetically to Dr. Altman's views, 
and promised to forward his opimons and proposals to the 
appropriate authorities. 


TRYING TO STIR UP TROUBLE 
Axis Propagandists Working Overtime 


Axis machinations ‘n Iraq are obvious, with the usurping 
Rashid Ali and the ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, Hay Amin Hussein, 
as the tools of the Nazis and Halians. (The special corre- 
spondent of THe Times in Cairo reports that “ among others 
who have joined the revolt is the former Multi. . . . He has been 
openly intriguing with the anti-British in Iraq for the past 
rear. '). Hay Amin Husseini issued an appeal to the Arabs of 
Palestine to join in his plots by turning on the British 

The foreign language broadcasts, especially from Berlin and 
Rome. and the domestic broadcasts from Vichy, Parts, and 
Madrid have been pouring out a record-breaking stream of fan- 
tastic allegations of riots, murders, and general panic in Pales- 
tine. With this anti-Semitic propaganda they are coupling far- 
reaching promises to the Arabs of a free federated Arab State, 
in the hope of stirring up hostility against the British. 

This violent propaganda is proving singularly ineffective, it 
is learned. 

The Berlin radio has been putting out completely false reports 
of clashes between British and Arabs in Palestine. The reports 
were denied by military authorities in Jerusalem, as was clumsy 
Axis propaganda alleging disorders between Jews and Arabs. 

Axis broadcasts from Rome, Zeesen, Algiers, and Lyons have 
been uniting in the wildest anti-Semitic propaganda, alleging

WAR PROBLEMS 


Professor Brodetsky, President of the Deputies, visited 
Leicester on Sunday and addressed a meeting on behalf of the 
Board's Appeal 

Ihe mecting was held under the auspices of the Leicester 
Hebrew Congregation at the Co-operative Hall, Belgrave Gate, 
and Protessor Brodetsky was supported by Mr. Barnett Janner. 
Mr. Mark Henig, President of the Congregation, presided 

The appeal made at the mecting raised £328 

In the course of his very imteresting specch in which he 
reviewed the situation of Anglo-Jewryvy to-day. Professor 
Brodetsky said the task of dealing wath evacuated children 
especially had been betore the leaders of the Anglo-Jewish Com. 
munity cver since war began 

To-day they had a situation im which literally thousands of 
Jews trom the large sewrsh Communities were spread over the 
country and were living m towns and villages where there had 
not been Jews before and where the diflhculties of leading a 
Jewish life were very great These problems during the last tew 
months had been growing and growing as attacks upon London 
and other large centres had developed 

Altogether,” continued § Professor Brodetsky., there has 
been complete chaos produced in Jewish life m this country 
I would like to point out that the Anglo-Jewish Community ts 
probably the least organised ot all Communities in the country 
[he Catholhec Church and the Church of England have very 
well designed organisations, and so have all the Free Churches 

“ There 18 no. means of forming an organisation of all the 
Jews in the country Many people do not understand this 
They are under the impression that there ts an organisation of 
all the Jews. lt have heard many people sav that Anglo-Jewry 
has lost its grip over +s aflairs. .My answer is that u has not 
lost its grip because if never had any grip over ns affairs to lose 
In fact. what characterises Jewish life m this country w what 
characterises all life m this country, maximum treedom

am the President ot the Jewish Board ot Deputies which means 
that | am Head of the Anglo-Jewish Community. But what can 
I doto you’?

We live in freedom, that priceless possession, and | would not

“As President of the Jewish Board of Deputies | am con- 
fronted with the probiem of dealing with the large number oft 
Jewish people, children im particular, evacuated from the 
dangerous centres. We were faced with a very dithcult situa- 
tion with no means tor dealing with the problem, and a method 
had to be created. When pool was bombed about last 
September a large number of streets mm the Jewish part of the 
East End of London were terribly affected, and there were 
immediate outcries of what ts the Board of Deputies doing. 

“The answer could have been ‘ nothing” The Board of 
Deputies never could have dealt with these matters. Unfortu- 
nately this us the case, and we had to begin to deal with them 
without any organisation, without authority over Jews, and 
above all without any means. We have had to carry out a 
task which ts going to mvolve many hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in the first year.

THE JEWS OF IRAQ 
Danger of Nazi Incitement 


A Rome allegation that there have been incidents tn 
Baghdad following attempt by Jews to put up anti-Govern- 
ment posters indicates once again the precarious position of 
Jewish minorities in countries the Nazis are seeking to 
control. The Jews are immediately made the scapegoat for 
any anti-Nazi sentiments on the part of the general public. 

Ihe 72,000 Jews of iraq (total population 3,600,000) have 
always been the plaything of political influences. Shortly after 
the Nazis seized power in Germany, anti-Semitism (under the 
cloak of anti-Zionism) began to develop, and culminated in the 
Baghdad riots of 1936, when a number of Jews were murdered 
in the following year the comings and goings of Nazi agents were 
recorded. There were rumours of Nazi ammunition smuggling 
in 1938, and that Arab Nationalists, incited by Nazis, carried 
out bomb attacks on Jews in the same year. 

The attitude of the Government towards the Jews during the 
past three years has been very correct, and terrorists have not 
been encouraged. But to-day the Jews can no longer feel con- 
fident that encouragement will not be given to Nazi incitement.

ALIEN DOCTORS IN GT. BRITAIN 


* We Want All We Can Get ”’: 
Mr. Ernest Brown 


{By our Lobby Correspondent) 


The Government attitude to alien doctors was defined by Mr. 
Eranest Brown, Minister of Health, when Miss (ind., 
English Universities) asked him last week whether he would not 
deter arrangements tor bringing over American doctors until the 
considerable number of toreign doctors in this country had been 
absorbed in the medical service. 

Mr. Brown declined, saying that the American doctors were 
needed mainly for service with the Forces, whilst alien doctors 
of the European nationalities covered by the Medical Practi- 
tioners (Temporary Registration) Order, 1941, were needed 
mainly for employment in civil hospitals and institutions. He 
added that at the moment 100 had been found employment and 
notified to the General Medical Council for registration, and 
another 150 were under consideration for employment. 

Mr. Kennetu Linpsay (Nat. Lab., Kilmarnock) asked if he 
was aware that some very highly trained doctors were doing 
manual work in this country. Did Mr. Brown approve of that”? 
“ | want to get every surttable man employed in his own pro- 
fession,” replied the Minister. Mer. lan Hannan (Con., Bilston) 
asked if the soldiers would not have more confidence in 
American than in forem@n doctors” do not want to draw 
any comparison; we want all the doctors we can get,” said Mr. 
Brown 

Miss Rathbone inquired about a specific case, of which she 
had given notre: a doctor of German extraction, entitied to 
practise in this country and classified, after repeated inquiry. as 
a victim of Nazi oppression, who held a position in a hospital 
under the Ministry onder a contract of service, was interned last 
June under the policy of general internment: was released in 
November, but had nevertheless failed to secure further emplov- 
ment and had been refused payment of the unexpired five 
months period of his contract which, for no fault of his own,

Chief Rabbi to Form National 
Council 


SAFEGUARDING TRADITIONAL JUDAISM 


The Chief Rabbi has inaugurated the National Council to 
defend and strengthen the Jewish and the religious element 
in the educational work of Anglo-Jewry. He will be the 
Chairman of the new body. 


The inaugural meeting will be held on Wednesday, 
May 14, when the Chief Rabbi will review the situation, and 
the Council will decide on the practical steps to be adopted. 

In view of the public comment which has been made upon 
“the Chief Rabbi's Letter,” we are authorised to publish the 
main contents of this document, which was privately addressed 
to a number of leading personalitics in Anglo-Jewry 

“ The present position of Jewish religious education in Great 
Britain,” the Chief Rabbi began, “as well as the difficult 
problems that will confront it after the war, have been giving 
me the deepest concern. What makes the situation especially 
grave is the fact that there is serious danger of Jewish religious 
education being deprived of its Jewish and religious character. 

Alter warning against the elimination of religious Yervision 
of teaching and deploring the lack of support by “~ the present 
leaders of Jewish education ™ for the efforts to provide kasher 
and Passover food for evacuated children, Dr, Hertz -describes 
as the “most sinister sign of all” the inauguration, by one 
with very great influence in all educational matters, of a new 
religious movement, in conjunction with the leaders of the 
Liberal Synagogue, a movement which will give Liberals and 
Reformers a preponderating vote in all religious questions

“It is clearly my duty, as Chief Rabbi,” he continues, “ to 
open the eyes of the Jews in Great Britain to the deadly peril 
threatening our traditional Jewish life; to rescue our educational 
machinery from the hands of men who are inimical to Traditional 
Judaism and its fundamental institutions, like Milah, Sabbath, 
Passover, and Kashrus; to reawaken all sections of the Com- 
munity to the vital importance cf greater sacrifice and effort on 
behalf of the religious future of our children; as well as to make 
full use of any new possibilities in the educational field. 

“ One of these possibilitics is Government support of religrous 
instruction in State schools. The leaders of the new movement 
referred to above are already at work to frame, and eventually 
to impose, a curriculum of Jewish religious education in State 
schools on Liberal Jewish lines, though Liberals have less than 
one per cent. of the child population of Anglo-Jewry. Unless 
we are to acquiesce in such an outrage, a properly representa- 
tive body must exist to safeguard the religious rights of the 
overwhelming majority of the Jews of Great Britain 

“In view of what | have adduced, 1 have decided to call 
together communal teaders to form a National Council of 
Jewish Religious Education. At the first meeting I shall give a 
full survey both of the dangers of the situation; and of the 
measures necessary to meet those dangers, and especially of the 
new ways and means that must be devised if we are to put 
Jewish religious education throughout Great Britain on a satts- 
factory basis.” 


We are informed that following an cxecutive meeting of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, held on Monday might, 
Mr Nathan Laski, J.P.. President, wrote to the Chiet Rabbi, 
Prot Brodetsky, and Sir Ro Waley Cohen, informing them that 
Manchester Jewry were exceedingly grieved at the controversies 
which have arisen in London. Manchester does not wish to take 
sides in the matter, but will hold them hand in regard to organ- 
wing the Board of Deputies’ Appeal locally until they hear that 
the outstanding issues have all been amicably settled between

Colonel Wedgwood’s Plea 


Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, D.S.0O., M-P., in a stirring 
address which he gave on Sunday at a farewell reception to 
the Palestine Keren Hayesod delegation—Mr. Leib Jaffe, 
Mrs. Manya Shochat, and Mr. Kollek-——strongly

They had allowed Rashid Ali, notorimusly 
ce “German, who was driven out of the Government, to stop 

the country—and now they had him a firm ally of the Axis. 


Rectify the Mistake 


But the thing to do now was to sce how they could rectify 
the mistakes that had been made. If, at the beginning of this 
war, they had taken what was offered, they would now have 
had at the least two mechanised divisions of Jewish troops in 
Palestine, fully equipped. They could not get that now. But 
what they could get was a population as determined to defend 
itself in Palestine as they were in this country 

One of the things which had saved them up to now as much 
as the men in the air, and as much as Mr. Churchill's oratory 


itself, was the formation of the Home Guard “Give the 
people a chance,” declared Colone! Wedgwood, “ and they 
will arm themselves. want the people of Palestine —not 


only the men, but the women—to defend themsclives and to

FACTS AGAINST FIFTH- 
COLUMNISTS 


A Jewish monthly periodical recently quoted the following 
conversation between two non-Jews to illustrate how anti- 
Semitism works: 

Mr. A. (an anti-Semite): “ Have you ever seen a Jew's name 
in the list of subscribers to a Spitfire Fund? ” 

Mr. B.: “ Come to think of it, no, I never have.” 

But Mr. A. did not tell, and Mr. B. did not know, that there 
are no lists published of subscribers to Spitfire Funds. He had 
not seen the names of non-Jews either. 

This instance exemplifies a large section of anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda which relies on general ignorance of the real facts about 
the position. It was a favourite method, in pre-war days, of 
Fascist demagogues, who, after making slanderous attacks on 
the Jews, refused to allow Jews in the audience to reply to them. 
And to-day, when national unity is more vital than ever, and 
when the anti-Semite still carries on his work of disruption, it 
is supremely necessary that the answers to these fifth-column 
slanders should be available for all. 

This need has now been amply filled by the publication, by 
the Woburn Press, of a handy pocket-size booklet on “ The 
Jews—-Some Plain Facts,” price 3d., which is an arsenal of 
Jewish defence bristling with all the facts about which the 
debater usually says, “ 1 wish I had had them with me at the 
time.” The Jew as a soldier, a pioneer of Empire, a scientist, 
a statesman, writer musician, lawyer—all phases of the Jewish 
contribution to mankind's culture are fully documented. On 
the other side the usual lies about “ Jewish “ finance, Bolshev- 
ism, Press-control, chain stores, and so on, are refuted: and there 
are tacts about Palestine, and tributes which world leaders and 
thinkers have paid to the Jews 


, This pocket “ machine-gun " of facts and figures is a weapon 
which no enemy of race-hatred should omit from his personal 
armoury, for it will prove useful when the anti-Semite needs to 
be exposed on the spot where he had hoped to do his damage. 
The booklet is a real job of “ civil defence.” 


“ SANCTIONS ” AGAINST TRADE 
OFFENDERS 


Attention was drawn at the Board of Deputies’ meeting last 
week to the question of dealing with Jews who acted im a 
manner detrimental to the good name of Jewry. This has been 
a long-standing problem, for, while the proportion of Jewish 
delinquents is a small one, their behaviour reacts strongly upon 
the entire Jewish Community. 

The Trades Advisory Council of the Board of Deputies, whose 
work deals directly with trade and commerce, is now taking 
Positive steps to introduce sanctions against Jews in business 
who act badly and refuse to mend their ways 7

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THY NEIGHBOUR 


“Love thy neighbour as thyself.” 


T happened last night. In the light of the blaze of a 
neighbouring house set on fire by an incendiary bomb, 
a little group of men—one could see women too—were 
working feverishly to extricate bodies from under the débris 
of a demolished shelter. Of those who had taken cover 
there. some were never to see the bright face of danger 
again. Others were badly maimed. A few were lucky. 
Thev would soon be well and about again. The rescued 
and rescuers were a cross-section of the raided town. 
Indeed. they were representative of the whole of Britain, 
perhaps of the entire war-ridden world. Old and young 
were there: rich and poor: educated and hobos; Catholics, 
Protestants, Jews, and several intermediate denominational 
shades. It was a mixed, a variegated crowd. But withal 
how closely knit and integrated! No one thought in that 
lurid light, in that desperately tense moment, of distinctions. 
Such a thought were blasphemy. [he moment was sacred. 
Humanity was one. Each one needed the other. Each one 
sought eagerly, anxiously, painfully to be of service to 
the other. “Love thy neighbour” was not an ancient, 
Biblical precept any longer. It was the only law of life. 


Ho’ long, O Lord! How long must we continue to wait 

for such tragedies to occur before we recognise the 
essential solidarity of human beings! In that night of death 
and heroism, this great statute of life was instinctively 
understood. By the terrifying tlumination of a destroying 
peril, the truth was visualised clearly. We are brothers 
all of us, rich and poor, intellectual and tgnoramus, Jew and 
Christian. The common danger united us, made us one. 
But in Heavens name. why must we be visited by danger 
and calamity in order to realise and accept this basic verity 
of human relations? 


Untortunately this question, incisive and unanswerable 
as it is. does not go far enough, deep enough. The calamity 
is even more grievous. How often has disaster come, and 
sull we have not seen the licht: or we have seen it like a 
momentary flash of lightning which leaves the former dark- 
ness seemingly darker stl’? The catastrophe of war has 
come upon the world in almost endless continurty since the 
dawn of history, but the .world-wide human comradeship 
which alone caw bring true and lasting peace still tarries. 
We had high hopes in the last war: but our cherished 
cvpectations ended in wretched disillusionment. To-day we 
witness the Nemesis of our failure-—-the world’s tailure— 
mankind s deteat. 


We must put an end to it- to this criminal futility, to this 
iniquitous repetition of the barbarism of mass human 
Slaughter. It iw not the neighbouring house alone that 
caught fire. It as not one shelter that collapsed. The 
world ww ablaze. Who shall tell how tar the devastation 
may reach unless the flames are quickly extinguished by 
our concerted eflort? The foundations of civilisation are 
cracking. The entire structure may come crashing on our 
heads, leaving a vast cairn of world-wide ruin, as a monu- 
ment to the world’s folly and stupidity 


Ek must come together. Enough of mere words— 
preachments. We must come together as a matter 
of compelling necessity. If high ethics cannot win brother- 
hood, let plain common sense, the i istinct of self-preserva- 
tion, provide the motive power. We have a platform wide 
enough to accommodate all shades of thought, creed, race, 
and nationality. The platform is our common humanity. 
[here is a banner under which we can all march. It bears 
the legend: Love Thy Neighbour. Neighbour is a fine 
word. It is a big notion. We dare not cramp it, whittle 
it down. We must not subject it to the Procrustean bed 
of our pet doctrines, catechisms, or prejudices. 
"is large and broadbased. It includes every child of 


Adam. 


It incorporates friend and foe in its generous 
ambit. 


Even an Egyptian Israel was big-hearted enough to 
call Y" friend and neighbour. Spiritual isolationism has 


been the world’s bane and undoing. Every difference is 
magnified and turned into an excluding barrier. Diversity 
is good. God has diversified creation in every aspect. He 
loves hills and dales, rocky heights and flowing rivers, the 
depths of the sea and the stars that spangle the heavens. 
So let it be with us too—the vaunted peak of creation. 
Every difference is a vibrating note of the Divine symphony 
of life. The notes must blend. All is harmony. All is 
glory. Shall we turn it into a hideous, shameful cacophony? 


Diversity is sacred—decreed by God. Ring all the notes 
of difference—thrill to the infinite gamut of its possibilities! 
But through its ever changing, progressive scales, let there 
remain unchanged, perennial, eternal the one theme: Love 
thy neighbour. Every man and woman is thy neighbour. 
Fvery human being is thy brother or sister. Every citizen 
of this earth is thy compatriot. Every child of God is thy 
soul-mate. Love him. Help him. It is God's will. Fellow- 
ship is the law of survival.

JEW-LAWS IN CROATIA 
Yellow Armlets and Forced Labour 


The roar of the yuns had scarcely ceased in Yugoslavia 
when the Nazi invaders started unpacking their bag of 
tricks and announcing with their usual promptitude that 
they had discovered documents in Belgrade incriminating 
Yugoslav Jews as the instigators of national resistance. 

According to these handy documents, the Federation of 
Yugoslav Jewish Communities contributed no less than 
400,000,000 dinars to assist General Simovitch to overthrow the 
pro-Nazi Government. And so the Nazis claim that they are 
now justified in making the Yugoslav Jews pay the full price 
for their anti-German activities. However, the speed with 
which they have set to work suggests that their schemes, as 
well as the documents, were prepared long before the invasion. 

In Croatia, the puppet Government has already enacted 
drastic Jew-laws on the Nuremberg model. The Jews have been 
ordered to submit inventories of all their belongings. 

In Belgrade, on May 1, the Nazis ordered all Jews to report 
for forced labour. and to wear yellow armiects with the word 
“ Jew " inscribed on them m German and Serbian. Valuables 
and goods owned by Jews which escaned destruction during the 
bombardment have been pillaged by Nazi gangs let loose in the 
city. 


NAZIS SEEK GREEK QUISLINGS 


Immediately after their occupation of Greece, the Nazis 
began mobilising Greek quislings in a number of towns to 
attack the Jews. After some difficulty, they managed to 
discover a few disgruntled traitors and habitual criminals 
willing to act as their tools. Those quislings are now 
organising anti-Jewish demonstrations and accusing the 
Jews of being the instigators of the Greek war against the 
Axis. But the overwhelming majority of the Greek people 
treat the agitation of the Nazis and their henchmen with 
the contempt it deserves. 


Jewish Troops Successfully Evacuated 


The majority of the Jewish troops with the Imperial forces in 
Greece have been afely evacuated, say a Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency report. Most of the Jews concerned were in the Royal 
Aur Force. 


A POLISH ANTI-SEMITE’S 
PAMPHLET 


Echoing Goebbels and ** Haw-Haw ~ 
A DISGRACEFUL PUBLICATION 


[From a Correspondent) 


“Let us remember the downfall of France and let us con- 
sider whether the fact that Paris and France have collapsed 
has not resulted in good for Poland and the world.” “~ We 
know from the history of the Church a mass of facts which 
tell that the Jews or the Masons aim to destroy Catholicism.” 
These are two sentences.taken from a new Polish booklet 
published in London and disseminating anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda. The booklet is called, “On the Consolidation of 
Polish Fighters” (O Konsolidacje Polakow Walk), and its 
author ws Zygmunt Przetakiewicz, a young Pole, who 
describes what he hopes the new Poland will be hike. 

In the writer's new Poland, parties will have ‘disappeared 
even the btndek Partv—and, of course, the Socialist Party, 
which is nothing else, he says, but “a servant of the interests 
of Jewish capitalists” Gust like Goebbels.and Haw-Haw’y He 
dreams of a Poland in which the “ young fighters” will be 
masters. And if you wish to know who he means by “ young 
fighters’ in is enough to read his glorification of the Polish 
Falangists and the Fascist leader Piasecki to realise how dangerous 
this sort of propaganda ts. The Falangists in Poland were com- 
posed oi the right wing of the National Radicals, the most 
extreme Fascists and anti-Semites. There was another section 
called the “A.BC.” group. which was equally anti-Semitic but 
differed somewhat in foreign politics, the first being rather more 
pro-Nazi. And it is of these young Poles that the author speaks 
as the only worthy clement that should be allowed to build 
future Poland 

The book 1m itself ts nothing but a medley of Fascist anti- 
Semitic nonsense. But the fact that it is being published in 
Nazi-bombed London to-day, for perusal by Poles, is astonishing. 
Przetakiewic7 is regarded by some of the voung Poles in England 
as a spiritual guide But whatever respect or disrespect the 
author may enjoy among his own people, his hailing of the 
downfall of France and his accusations against Jews must cause 
grave concern. His dreams of the future Poland are ominous 

This mischievous pamphlet, which would be welcomed by the 
Nazis, bears no imprint It is dated “London 1. Il 1941,” 
and the price on the cover is stated to be 4d 


JESTEM POLAKIEM ” FAILS 
TO APPFAR 


No issue of Jesteat Potakiem. due to appear last 
Saturday, has as yet been published; and it is believed 
(according to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency) that an aeree- 
ment has been reached whereby the paper will not appear 
again until the resentment caused by its anti-Semitic atti- 
tude has to some extent died down. 

It is reported that M. Rajck, former editor of the paper and 
now editor of the monthly Myst Potsxi, has been advised by 
the Polish Government to avoid anti-Semitism. This action. it 
is said, results from the fact that General Sikorski, the Premier. 
who is now in America, has been made aware of the unfavour- 
able impression created in the United States by Jestem 
POLAKIEM'S anti-Semitic campaign. 

The Carnotic Heratp, under the double-column heading, 
“ Catholic Polish paper does not get a fair hearing,’ has mean- 
while defended Jestem Potakiem. It quotes a letter from 
Jestem Potaktem to the News CuHronicie denying that the 
policy of the paper is anti-Semitic, but adding “ No one can 
deny that there is a Jewish problem in the world, and in Poland 
in particular. It is our aim to solve it in accordance with 
Christian ethics and without any form of violence.” 


Dr. I. Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the Polish National 
Council, has written to the Acting Prime Minister, General 
Sosnkowski, on the oceasion of the 150th anniversary of the 
Democratic Polish Constitution, to express Polish Jewry’s firm 
bonds with their country, which “ amid immense suffering but 
also unceasing struggle, is preparing the day of victory and 


pusuce.” 


VICHY YIELDING TO NAZIS 


The Nazi masters of Paris, with the co-operation of the 
French quislings of the Laval group, have increased their 
pressure on Vichy to extend the Jew-laws in force in 
occupied France to unoccupied France. Vichy resistance 
seems to be weakening, and its new Commissioner for 
Jewish Affairs, M. Xavier Vallat, is helping the Nazis and 
pro-Nazis to gain their ends, although he still argues that 
the more drastic measures, including a forced Jewish mass 
emigration from France, can be considered only after the 
war. 

In the meantime, a new decree has been issued by the ee 
Government barring Jews from being N.C.O.'s in the Frenc 
Army, Navy, and Air Force 

The Vichy Government has proclaimed a measure of amnesty 
for political prisoners in unoccupied France arrested since the 
Armistice; but amnesty lists do not include any of the Jewish 
prisoners. 


A decree depriving M. Henri Bernstein, the playwright. of 
his French citizenship, and confiscating his property, has been 
signed by Marshal Pétain. M_. Bernstein is now in the U.S.A. 


NAZIS DISCOVER SOME “GOOD” JEWS 


A curious innovation in Nazi propaganda appeared jn a 
broadcast last week from Zcesen. intended for the United 
States. This was the announcement by the Germans that 
there are, after all, some “ good “ Jews 

Starting with the usual attack on the * Jewish clique “ behind 
President Roosevelt, the broadcast went on: “ These Jews (the 
profiteering clement in America) must not be confused with 
the Jewish race all over the world.

SOVIET’S NEW SYNAGOGUE TAX 


The Soviet Government, according to a Stockholm ‘ 
has introduced a system of heavy taxation of Synagogues and 
Rabbis in Soviet Poland, Bessarabia, and Northern Bukovina. 
In towns possessing a population not exceeding 5,000, Syna- 
gogues are required to pay an annual tax of 5,000 roubles. Ina 
towns with a population not exceeding 10,000 they are required 
to pay 10,000 roubles, in towns with a population not exceeding 
20,000 the tax is 15,000 roubles, and in towns with a population 
not exceeding 50,000 i is 25,000 roubles. In the big cities the 
authoritrees have been authorised to impose still heavier taxes. 
Rabbis have to pay a tax ranging from 1.000 to 5,000 roubles a 
ear. The object of the new taxes is apparently to compel many 
Synagogues to close down and the Rabbis to resign. 


SIFRE TORAH FOR U.S. TROOPS 


The United States Army authorities are to provide Arks and 
Sifre Torah for Jewish soldiers in 604 interdenominational 
chapels to be constructed in training centres throughout the 
country. The programme will cost $12,816,000,

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THE LESSON OF IRAQ 


WHATEVER the trend of developments in_ Iraq, 
whether the usurper continues to menace British com- 
munications or whether he is compelled for the tine 
being to draw in his horns, no one need suppose 
that Axis interest in that highly important country will 
cease. It is believed by some, who may, of course, be 
unduly optimistic, that the prime rebel and his military 
clique started the trouble before the word “ go” had 
come from Berlin or Rome. But the Germans will in 
due course strive to correct this error in their beloved 
timing, and reports spread by the Nazi-controlled 
wireless of the seizure as hostages of Zionist leaders in 
Palestine by Arab rebels may be taken as pointers to 
fresh moves in the offing, as a news agency points 
out, For such reports frequently ante-date accom- 
plished facts. They are intended as orders to those to 
whom they are addressed, and, as Iraq has shown on 
recent occasions, these “hints” are duly taken. It 
is good to know, therefore, that the British Govern- 
ment have expressed their determination to abandon 
the childishly mistaken policy of blind and naive 
appeasement in the Near East and have taken vigorous 
action to assert British rights. 

Meanwhile it ts not out of place to: cast our minds 
back to events in that part of the world in the years 
during which the present crisis was brewing—not 
because of any desire to hold inquests for their own 
sake or to hunt for scapegoats, but because the past 
does convey a strident warning which can never be 


too strenuously emphasised to-day if Britain ts to 
avoid further calamity. 
This country, said Mr. Eden, in his speech last 


Tuesday, has a record of which it has no need to be 
ashamed in its dealings. with Arab people. That 1s 
utterly true. So far from oppressing Arabs and 
imposing British will upon Arab rulers, this country 
went to what many considered extreme limits of 
conciliation in all their dealings with the Arab lands. 
One particularly foolish politician, under the aegis of an 
innocent Premier, invited the Arab States, including 
Iraq, to meddle with the internal affairs of Palestine, 
to “come in and help get Britain out of a difficulty ” 
at the time of the Arab insurrection. It says something 
for the level-headedness of most of the Arab “princes,” 
and their acute sense of self-interest, that this course 
did not stir up in them a lively contempt for the British 
government, though it was certainly not calculated to 
restrain fanatical Arab nationalism, as present develop- 
ments in Iraq probably demonstrate. 

The truth is that the Near East has been a victim 
of the blundering appeasement policy in tts most 
childish form, in some ways as dangerous as it was in 
Europe. In pursuit of that amiable but lazy and 
crassly mistaken policy, a proven enemy of this 
country, the Mufti of Jerusalem, was recalled from exile 
to Palestine, and loaded with honours, even against the 
protests of moderate Arabs. He rewarded British 
pacifist enthusiasm by organising the Palestine rebellion. 
After he had been as good as caught, it was considered 
astute policy by the geniuses of the Palestine adminis- 
tration to wink at his escape from the country. The 
question has been asked whether the British authorities 
were taken by surprise at the pro-Axis military rising 
in Iraq. Could they possibly have been, seeing that this 
murderous criminal in Axis pay was well Known to 
have been industriously sowing disaffection in Iraq and 
to have his emissaries busily at work underground in 
Palestine? 

Ihe record of abysmal blunders, begotten. of folly 
out of official prejudice, could be carried further—much 
further. Ihe surrender to Arab lawlessness and 
violence, for instance, first by the crass Partition pro- 
posal, and later by the virtual cancellation of the 
Incidentally, there is a tragic 
irony about the first of these strokes of appeasement, 
for the Royal Commission, in recommending it, com- 
mitted itself to the plan in these blandly innocent 
words: “ The Mandate for Palestine should terminate 
and be replaced by a Treaty System in accordance with 
the precedent set in Iraq and Syria.” Yes, there was a 
Treaty with Iraq. Where is that Treaty now? And 
how many headaches has Whitehall been spared by the 
fact that, thanks to strenuous opposition, there is now 
no small independent State in Palestine exposed to the 
wiles of Hitler and his Near Eastern quisling, the Mufti? 
That there is not, also, a tiny little Jewish imitation 
of a State faced with the threat of invasion is some- 
thing for which the potential Ministers of that polity 
must now be experiencing a silent feeling of profound 
gratitude. 

The moral of this Near Eastern story is written in 
letters of fire: The policy of appeasing enemies at the 
expense of staunch friends is demonstrated and 
damned as folly foredoomed to failure. It is often ro 
more kind to the beneficiary than to the victim, and is 
not even good diplomatic business, as Iraq and the 
Mufti have made plain. 


It is good to note that there is to be no competition 
on the part of Britain with the wholly illusory and 
fraudulent bribes which the Axis propagandists are 
dangling before the Arabs. Mr. Eden plainly realises that 
this country has no occasion to hold out promises and 
offer pledges. He showed in his speech that Britain’s claim 
for Arab loyalty is based on hard self-interest. “ No 
people,” he said, with absolute correctness, “ have more 
reason to fear an Axis victory than those who dwell in 
Arab lands.” The same holds good of Jews, who are, 
of course, too conscious of this fact to be taken in 
by the alternate threats and offers which Hitler ts 
reported to be using towards them. As Mr. Frank 
Owen suggested in a recent article, Jews will not lay 
their heads on the block. 

This being so, should not the Jews at long last be 
given the maximum opportunities to participate in the 
defence of their homeland? Ever since the war started, 
they have been burning to join the good fight. Reports 
received from Palestine indicate a response to appeals 
for Jewish enlistment, issued last week, which exceeds 
all expectations. It is a painful and tragic reflection 
that if these sentiments had found earlier satisfaction, 
in other words, if it had not been for the die-hard 
prejudice in certain Departments, Britain might at this 
critical hour have had at its disposal an incompar< le 
Jewish force ready and eager to play its full part in 
this war—and not only in the Near East but wherever 
they might be required. 

To-day, thank Heaven, there is no question of sec- 
tional propitiation, but only and always a single war 
aim-—victory, A Jewish force should be embodied 
and equipped as swiftly as the circumstances permit. 
Jews ask no more—and not only from motives of self- 
preservation but out of love of the principles now 
placed in deadly peril. They know in their hearts that 
when the dust of battle has passed, the forces of 
civilisation will not again tolerate twenty years of truck- 
ling to violence and. trampling on the weak in prepara- 
tion for another blood bath. 


A WELCOME CALL 


As will be seen from a statement published in another 
part of this ‘issue, Commander Locker Lampson has called 
for the creation of Jewish Co-ordinating Committees, 
representing both the Zionist Organisations as well as other 
interested bodies, “ for the mobilisation of the Jewish effort 
for the prosecution of the war, and to hasten Government 
sanction for the Jewish Army.” It ts added that the 
Administrative Committee of the New Zionist Organisation 
in London.have declared themselves prepared to co-operate 
in this task, and an appeal is made to all other Jewish 
bodies to do likewise, the threatening developments in the 
Middle East being cited as an obvious reason for speedy 
action. The proposal would quite possibly give a hilip to 
a movement which has now hung fire for many months 
and it is to be hoped that it will find ready and active 
acceptance-——especially in the neutral countries whence 
most of the recruiting for a Jewish army would of necessity 
come. There is, indeed, a forceful uncerlining of the 
urvency of this step especially as regards its possibilities in 
Palestine, with the Iraqi quislings now in open rebellion 
and Syria more and more of a doubtf.l quantity. Ihe 
only pity is that the Jewish army proposals, so often 
pressed in the past, are still onby in the discussion stage. 
The War Minister has pleaded by way of excuse the lack 
of equipment, but, it should be carefully noted, has not 
rejected the plan. Surely the rising tide of American help 
should soon dispose of that difficulty, and in any case, in 
the meantime a start could be made in the collecting and 
training of Jewish recruits and in .all the multifarious 
incidental preparations for the embodiment of a new force. 


OUR HONOURABLE DISTINCTION 


Arter all, Jews were Hitler's first victims and retain the 
honourable distinction of being the objects of his foulést 
hate as well as of his foulest deeds. It is as Jews that he 
attacked them and climbed into power upon their prostrate 
bodies. Is it not a most obvious act of justice so to arrange 
matters that it ts as Jews that many of them should be 
allowed to help defeat him? Incorporated in other armies 
the Jews as Jews, are quite properly lost. Standing up to 
the fight in formations of their own, they would be given 
the special right and honourable opportunity of Jewish 
resistance—a_ resistance which the Gentile world would 
understand and respect and the lack of which till now 
may have puzzled many of them and perhaps be misinter- 
preted by them. “Who would be free themselves must 
strike the blow.” There is a world of meaning in these 
words, vividly and painfully exemplified in several lands 
to-day. Jews have asked, and still ask, the chance to do 
their bit and more than their bit in the struggle wantonly 
forced upon them. Certainly, on the mere ground of 
military gain Britain should welcome the help of a well- 
trained Jewish army enraged by memories of terrible 
wrongs and ready to die rather than that all that is sacred 
to Jews should be trampled beneath the gangster’s boot. 
Commander Locker Lampson’s suggestion should be 
pressed forward by all Jews of sincerity and goodwill, in par- 
ticular by all sincere Zionists. It offers an opportunity for 
laying broad foundations of Zionist unity, at a time when 
effective division in the Zionist ranks is a shame which 
cries to heaven for correction. And it must be remembered 
that on the grounds both of greater Jewish unity and of 
the added status which a Jewish war effort of this kind 
would establish, the fight by Jews as Jews against the forces 
of barbarism and slavery would be a powerful factor in 
the settlement of post-war Jewish problems. 


CAIN’S CRIME 


SPEAKING at the dedication as a national shrine of the 
birthplace of Woodrow Wilson, President Roosevelt made a 
forceful declaration of faith. It was good, he said, for 
America that the house they dedicated would remain as a 
reminder to them and future generations of President 
Wilson’s ideals; “he taught that Democracy could not 
survive in isolation. We applaud his judgment. We 
applaud his faith.” Have we not in these words a 
momentous statement of the real issues which have pre- 
cipitated the present world clash? The question they put 
to the conscience and reason of man is whether there 
can be such a thing as total disinterestedness in the affairs 
of foreign nations. At one time the belief was held in this 
country, as still by some in America, that there could, and 
that every nation has the right to determine its own actions 
irrespective of whether they are or are not in defiance of 
the laws of God and the common moral code. President 
Roosevelt, like his predecessor, now declares this to 
be fatuous doctrine, and is supported by all the logic of 
recent events. Democracy, and with it freedom and 
justice, cannot be safe if its principles are attacked and 
thwarted over a greater part of the world’s surface. Sooner 
or later it must meet the challenge and, with its motto of 
“I am my brother's keeper.” fight till victory comes. It 
is for want of recognition of this truth that so many tears 
agd so much blood have been shed by Jews and many other 


peoples. 


CHEAP GET-OFF FOR PROFITEERS 


IMPOSING fines and costs for profiteering offences on four 
Fast End traders last week, the Magistrate remarked that 
he was getting very weary of such cases. Hitherto, he said, 
penalties he had inflicted had not been sufficient. He 
proposed therefore to raise them. But all that this ~ good 
hard knock” amounted to was £91, including costs. If it 
be true, as the Magistrate tells us, that “these people are 
making enormous profits out of the -necessities of the 
people.” then the punishment was really derisory 
seems, in fact, to be a certain softness in dealing with a 
social crime of the vilest character, a crime, too, which is 
calculated directly to interfere with the war, on which the 
salvation of the country depends. In days gone by, certain 
tradesmen prosecuted for breach of trading regulations 
cheerfully and regularly paid the small fines imposed. 
Ihey made a good thing of their law-breaking. Is there 
not a danger that the present flaccid methods will encourage 
the spread of a similar practice on an increasing scale, with 
results to the national unity which could not fail to be 
serious? Already the ugly cases of profit speculation 
brought to light recently have made a profound impression. 
A wise magistracy would note that fact and, if the legal 
penalties are not heavy enough, should call pointed atten- 
tion to such weakness. In any case, merely to note the 
excuse—as im one of the cases referred to—that the 
accused had been in turn overcharged by the wholesaler. 
and to comment that “that’s why prices go up and up and 
up, gets us no further. What is being done about these 
wholesalers? A few sharp doses of imprisonment might 
work wonders where fines fail. 


A CASE FOR “SANCTIONS ”? 


tHe four defendants in the East End cases under notice 
were, unhappily, Jews. It would, of course, be ridiculous 
to suggest that profiteering is a Jewish monopoly. Vers 
far from it, as newspaper reports prove. But there are 
malicious tongues and pens which may quote the names 
of the individuals concerned in.an attempt to persuade 
fools that it is. And there are persons predisposed by 
mentality or practice to take such mischief-makers at their 
word. Hence it is a matter in which, as a community, we 
cannot disinterest Ourselves. Is there nothing that our 
Organisations can do to prevent this exploitation, to 
discourage disobedience of the law in these matters, and 
even, if necessary, to ensure by practical steps the stamping 
out of the profiteering practice in the few instances in which 
it may occur? 


THE ROLE OF fHE SYNAGOGUE 


IN point of fact, it is only fair to say that in a number 
of instances peccant traders have in the past been brought 
by suasion and influence to see the error of their ways. 
It is the hardened cases of the recalcitrants and intractables 
that provide the greatest problem. It has often been 
urged that something in the nature of a social boycott 
should be waged against them. But this proposal, like the 
sull harsher one of refusing Jewish burial to particularly 
bad or persistent malefactors, is surrounded by difficulties 
such as the possible infliction of unmerited sufferings on 
the kindred of the. persons affected. There is one form 
of “sanctions,” however, which might be applicable to at 
least a percentage of offenders, but has never been system- 
atically tried. The power to impose them resides with 
our synagogues and religious leaders. The Synagogues 
Should consider whether the bestowal of Mitzvot should 
be withheld from bad offenders, and still more, whether 
such persons should be barred from Synagogue office. 
That even one man whose whole career has been the ruth- 
less pursuit of gain, regardless of the harm he may inflict 
on others, should be honoured by the Synagogue and 
given position of leadership within it has long been a 
crying scandal, and has done as much as any other cause 
to discredit it and alienate loyalties from it. Nobody would 
ask for “ sanctions” locally imposed, and opening the way 
perhaps to abuses. Every case could be investigated by a 
competent court or some ad hoc body before action was 
taken. Have our religious authorities the will and the grit 
to take the lead in this?

THE PRICE OF POULTRY 


Glasgow Butchers Threaten to Stop 
Supply 
[From our Correspondent] 


The Glasgow Community is faced with the prospect of a 
complete stoppage of the supply of kasher poultry. The 
local Jewish butchers have threatened to cease selling fowls 
on the ground that it is impossible for them to do so at 
the present controlled price of Is. 10d. per Ib., with an 
allowance of 4d. per fowl for Shechita charges. 

The butchers’ case is that they are buying poultry at the 
fixed price of Is. 6d. per Ib., to which has to be added charges 
for transport, plucking, &c., and thus they cannot afford to 
retail fowls at the present price. In addition, the butchers 
complain there is a shortage of poultry, and that they are 
finding increasing difficulty in obtaining supplies. 

The position was discussed last Tuesday, when a deputation 
from the local Jewish Butchers’ Association placed their case 
before the Glasgow Board of Shechita. It was stated that the 
butchers had had an interview with the Local Food Controller, 
who had pointed out that under the Ministry's regulations 
table birds were classed as a luxury. 

At a meeting of the Board held later, Mr. B. Strump, J.P., 
said that in view of the facts put before them, the Board were 
of the opinion that it was impossible for the butchers to sell 
poultry at the present figure. They fully appreciated the 
difficulties of the bitchers, and were willing to co-operate with 
them in any steps that might be taken to prevent a cessation 
of supplies 

On the other hand, I have heard of numerous complaints by 
the public that some butchers are charging more than the fixed 
rate for kasher poultry. In some cases, it ts alleged, butchers 
have been charging 8d. per Ib. more than the controlled price. 
Another complaint made by consumers is that in some shops 
the fowls are not weighed in the presence of the customer. 


REFUGEE FARM WORKERS GIVE 
SATISFACTION 


How the Glasgow Jewish Refugees’ Committee has 
tackled many problems successfully was told at the annual 
meeting last week. 

Mr. Michael Black, Joint Chairman, said tt was their constant 
policy, not only to seek to improve the unhappy lot of the 
refugees, but also to try and absorb them into the economn 
life of the country. A _ particularly noticeable feature during 
the year was the large number of applications trom farmers for 
refugees for agricultural work, but the number of those avail- 
able was quite inadequate to meet the demand. Ninety-nine per 
cent. of the boys and girls who were placed on farms tn Scot. 
land had given their employers complete satisfaction. In tas 
in the few instances where rclugees had been interned, thei 
employers had shown a keen desire to secure their release so 
that they could continue their work. Ninety-five per cent. of! 
the refugee men employed on farms in the West of Scotland 
had joined the Military Pioneer Corps. 

That emigration was the kev to the solution of the refugee 
problem was the view expressed by Mr. A. Stone, Hon. Sec: 
tary. The rehabilitation and emigration of refugees and the 
provision of the necessary funds would create a pressing problem 
after the war, and they would be well advised to build up their 
finances now in order to meet the situation which would arisc 

Mr. J. Sagman. Treasurer, said that the financial responst- 
bilities of the Committee had been almost doubled as a result 
of the Government Order making Edinburgh and district a 
protected area. The retugees affected had been transferred to 
Glasgow, and maintenance had to be provided for them. I 
addition to this assistance rendered to the Edinburgh Committe: 
the Glasgow organisation had also freauently acted on behall 
of the London and other Provincial Committees. The Com- 
mittee was very grateful to the Scottish National Council for 
Refugees. which acted as a Liaison Committee beiween the 
Government and themselves 

Appreciation of the help given by the Aliens Department of the 
Glasgow Police was voiced by Mr. Black, who also paid a 
tribute to Messrs E. Isaacs, MBE., J.P.. J. Sachs. JP. J 
Morrison. J.P.. J. Sagman, A. Stone. Miss B. Myers, Secretary 
of the Committee. and Mr. Henry Ellis. Secretary of the: Scot- 
tish National Council for Refugees, for their services In renty, 
Mr. Ellis expressed his admiration for the Committee's excclient 
work.

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RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN THE 
NORTH-WEST 


(From our Correspondent.—BLACKPOOL) 


The Rev. J. Halpern, Education Officer of the Talmud Torah 
Trust, and representative of the Joint Emergency Commiuttec, 
is making Blackpool his headquarters while visiting a large part 
of the North-West to which Jews had been evacuated. He plans 
a conference with all teachers from centres in the district to 
discuss ways to ensure that all Jewish children have some 
religious instruction; and to discuss hours, syllabus, and other 
questions. 

Mr. Halpern told me that the Blackpool Bethesda Jewish 
School has made educational history, for it is the very first pro- 
vided Jewish school ver set up; it was obtained through the 
efforts of the Joint emergency Committee, with the help of the 
local Education authorities. 

Exaggerated accounts of numbers of Jewish evacuees at Black- 
pool have been given, i seems. Mr. Halpern considers that. 
roughly, there are 2,000 adults and 200 children (Government- 
evacuated). The Joint Emergency Committec, he said. is hoping 
for cordial co-operation from Blackpool Jewry. “ We have 
learnt of the generous response of the Blackpool Community 
to appeals in the past and feel that, properly approached, 
Blackpool Jewry could make a valuable contribution to the 
Board of Deputies’ Appeal. They are already doing so in terms 
of personal service.”

THE PRICE OF POULTRY 


Glasgow Butchers Threaten to Stop 
Supply 
[From our Correspondent] 


The Glasgow Community is faced with the prospect of a 
complete stoppage of the supply of kasher poultry. The 
local Jewish butchers have threatened to cease selling fowls 
on the ground that it is impossible for them to do so at 
the present controlled price of Is. 10d. per Ib., with an 
allowance of 4d. per fowl for Shechita charges. 

Ihe butchers’ case is that they are buying poultry at the 
fixed price of Is. 6d. per Ib., to which has to be added charges 
for transport, plucking, &c., and thus they cannot afford to 
retail fowls at the present price. In addition, the butchers 
complain there is a shortage of poultry, and that they are 
finding increasing difficulty in obtaining supplies. 

The position was discussed last Tuesday, when a deputation 
from the local Jewish Butchers’ Association placed their case 
before the Glasgow Board of Shechita. It was stated that the 
butchers had had an interview with the Local Food Controller, 
who had pointed out that under the Mubnistry’s regulations 
table birds were classed as a luxury. 

At a mecting of the Board held later, Mr. B. Strump, J.P., 
said that in view of the facts put before them, the Board were 
of the opinion that it was impossible for the butchers to sell 
poultry at the present figure. They fully appreciated the 
difficulties of the butchers, and were willing to co-operate with 
them in any steps that might be taken to prevent a cessation 
of supplhes 

On the other hand, I have heard of numerous complaints by 
the public that some butchers are charging more than the fixed 
rate for kasher poultry. In some cases, it ts alleged, butchers 
have been charging 8d. per ib. more than the controlled price. 
Another complaint made by consumers ts that in seme shops 
the fowls are not weighed in the presence of the customer. 


REFUGEE FARM WORKERS GIVE 
SATISFACTION 


How the Glasecow Jewish Refugees’ Committee has 
tackled many problems successfully was told at the annual 
meeting last week. 

Mr. Michael Black, Joint Chairman, said itt was their constant 
policy, not only: to seck to mmprove the unhappy lot of the 
refugees.. but also to try and absorb them into the ecoroma 
life of the country A pdsticularly noticeable feature during 
the year was the large number of applications trom farmers for 
refugees for agricultural work. but the number of those avail- 
able was quite inadequate to meet the demand. Nincty-nine per 
cent. of the bovs and girls who were placed on farms in Scot- 
land had given their employers complete satisfaction. In fact, 
in the few instances where refugees had been interned, thei 
employers had shown a keen desire to secure their release so 
that they could continue their work. Ninety-five per cent. of 
the refugee men employed on tarms in the West of Scotland 
had joined the Military Pioneer Corps. 

Mhat emigration was the kev to the solution of the refugee 
problem was the view expressed by Mr. A. Stone, Hon. Secre- 
tary Ihe rehabilitation and emicration of relugees and the 
provision of the necessary funds would create a pressing problem 
after the war, and they would be well advised to build up their 
finances now in order to meet the situation which would arise. 

{r. J. Sagman,. Treasurer, said that the financial responsi- 
hilities of the Committee had been almost doubled as a result 
of the Government Order makine Edinburgh and district a 
protected area The retugees affected had been transferred to 
Glasgow. and maintenance had to be provided for them. In 
addition to this assistance rendered to the Edinburgh Committee, 
the Glasgow organisation had also freauently acted on behalf 
of the London and other Provincial Committees. The Com- 
mittee was very grateful to the Scottish National Council for 
Refugees, which acted as a Liaison Committee between the 
Government and themselves 

Appreciation of the help given by the Aliens Department of the 
Glaszvow Police was voiced by Mr. Black, who also paid a 
tribute to Messrs E.- Isaacs, MBE., J.P.. J. Sachs, J.P... J. 
Morrison. J.P.. J. Sagman, A. Stone. Miss B. Myers, Secretary 
of the Committee. and Mr. Henry Ellis. Secretary of the Scot- 
tich National Council for Refugees. for their services. In renly, 
Mr. Ellis expressed his admiration for the Committee's excclient 
work

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RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN THE 
NORTH-WEST 


(From our Correspondent.—BLACKPOOL) 


The Rev. J. Halpern, Education Officer of the Talmud Torah 
Trust, and representative of the Joint Emergency Committee, 
is making Blackpool his headquarters while visiting a large part 
of the North-West to which Jews had been evacuated. He plans 
a conference with all teachers from centres in the district to 
discuss ways to ensure that all Jewish children have some 
religious instruction; and to discuss hours, syllabus, and other 
questions. 

Mr. Halpern told me that the Blackpool Bethesda Jewish 
School has made educational history, for it is the very first pro- 
vided Jewish school «ver set up; it was obtained through the 
efforts of the Jot emergency Committee, with the help of the 
local Education authorities. 

Exaggerated accounts of numbers of Jewish evacuees at Black- 
pool have been given, ut seems. Mr. Halpern considers that. 
roughly, there are 2.000 adults and 200 children (Government- 
evacuated). The Joint Emergency Committee, he said, is hoping 
for cordial co-operation from Blackpool Jewry. “* We have 
learnt of the generous response of the Blackpool Community 
to appeals in the past and feel that, properly approached, 
Blackpool Jewry could make a valuable contribution to the 
Board of Deputies Appeal. They are already doing so in terms 
of personal service.”

MRS. HENRIETTA IRWELL 


A Founder of the Wizo 


With the death. which occurred on Saturday, of Mrs. 
Henrietta Irwell, Anglo-Jewish communal life and the 
Zionist movement lose a prominent worker. 

in the first years of her communal work Mrs. Irwell devoted 
much of her energy to the Jewish Maternity Home in East 
London, and it was her pioncer activity in this sphere of social 
work which led to the creation of the first Jewish Child Welfare 
Centre in London. 

In 1920 Mrs. trwell was one of the leading women Zionists 
who founded the Wizo (Women's International Zionist Organisa- 
tion) at the first international conference in London, and she 
soon became its Co-Treasurer and Hon. Vice-President. 
Throughout her life she remained one of the most popular, 
beloved, and prominent figures of the International Zionist 
Women's movement. 

In the Federation of Women Zionists, of which she became onc 
of the first Vice-Presidents, she endeared herself to all her co- 
workers by her great generosity and kindliness. It was due to 
her intuition and initiative that Wizo's child welfare work 1n 
Palestine was called into being, and it was also due to her 
impetus that a Wizo Federation in Palestine was founded, 
through which was introduced the system of gardening and 
household instruction through travelling teachers, which did so 
much towards raising the standard of life of the Yishuv. 

Among the many institutions and services in Palestine which 
owe their foundation or development to Mrs. Irwell's generosity, 
were the first Wizo kitchen and club in Tel-Aviv, which late: 
were replaced by the Wizo House, opened in 1936, under the 
name of “ Henrictta Irwell House,” and which has become the 
centre of all the Wizo's activities 

Mrs. Irwell undertook many journeys on behalf of Wizo, onc 
of which took her. in 1928-29, to New Zealand and Australia 
(among other countries), where she sowed the seeds for the 
Zionist work which is now being carried on by the Jewish women 
of these lands. 

To relieve the tragedy of German Jews, and, in particular, of 
women and children, Mrs. Irwell took an active part in the 
refueee relicf movement. She was Joint Hon. Treasurer of the 
Women’s Appeal Commitice. She was also a foundation 
member of the Council for the Amelioration of the Lega! 
Position of the Jewess. 


Miss L. Hanpos. founder and Hon. Organising Secretar, 
of the Council for the Amelioration of the Legal Position 
of the Jewess, writes: 

Mrs. Irwell was amongst the small band of earnest workers 
who founded the Council in 1922, when it needed courage to 
throw in one’s lot with the movement. Nay. even cartier. sh 
had been one of those who claimed a hearing for the propaganda 
which paved the way for the foundation of the Council, and 
when the work was well started in England, she helped to bring 
it to the notice of many a Jewish conference abroad, and thus to 
enlist co-operation in lands where the Jewish Communities are 
now, alas! under the heel of the oppressor. Her support neve: 
flaeeed. The Council loses one of its most valued friends in the 
passing of large-hearted Mrs. Henrietta Iiwell 


MR. SAMUEL BLASKEY (Doncaster)

HERR ADOLF BOEHM 


Zionist Historian 


Herr Adolf Bochm, who has died in Vienna at the age of 

, was a leading figure in Austrian Zionism. For —, years 
he was President of the Jewish National Fund in Austria. 
Herr Bochm was the author of an authoritative history of 
Zionism, and editor of “ Palaestina,” a monthly journal. 

Mr. Joser FRABNKEL writes: 

Adolf Bochm joined the Zionist movement very carly. He 
co-operated with Theodor Herzl, and was often seen as a dele- 
gate or visitor at Zionist congresses, where he was a follower 
of “ synghetic Zionism.” 

When the Eighteenth Congress decided in 1933 to take Herzl's 
remains to Palestine, the commission of seven appointed for the 
task—of whom only M. M. Ussishkin is now living—included 
Adolf Bochm. 

Bochm contributed articles to Die Wer, founded by Herzl, 
the Juspiscur ZeirUNG (Vienna), the Se_astwene (Prague), the 
JuepiscHe RunpscuHav (Berlin), and many other periodicals: and 
during the last few years he edited the monthly pamphict, 
“ Palaestina,” which dealt mainly with problems of Palestinian 
agriculture. His greatest contribution to Zionism is his two- 
volume work, “ Die Geschichte des Zionismus “ (Vienna, 1920), 
which he revised and extended in 1935. This book 1s the first 
great work about the historic development of the movement. 

Shoruy after Austria was occupied by the Nazis Boehm was 
requested tc appear before the Commissioner for Jewish Afilairs, 
kichmann, who told him that he had read his book about the 
history of Zionism and as he liked it he entrusted him with the 
responsibility for Jewish affairs in Vienna.

AMERICAN FRIEND OF PALESTINE 


The death has occurred in Washington (reports, the Jewish 
Ielegraphic Agency), at the age of 81, of Mr. Cuartes Epwarp 
Russet., noted journalist and author, and founder of the 
American Pro-Palestine Federation. Mr Russcll was Commis- 
sioner to Great Britain for the United States Committee on 
Public Information im 1918 


The citrus industry of Palestine has suffered a blow by the 
sudden death at the age of 51 of Mr. Israact Kapitan, who was 
formerly a@ member of the Board of Directors of the Pardess 
Co-operative, and after the amalgamation of the Jewish co- 
operatives became one of the leaders of the Pardess Syndicate.

AMERICAN JEWS AID BRITAIN 
Public Opinion and the War 


Mr. P. Horowitz, Chairman of the Anglo-Palestinian Club, 
addressed the members of the Club on Sunday on his recent 
visit to the United States. Mr. Lous Nissen presided 

r. Horowitz had been asked by the World Jewish Congress 
to go to America in order to discuss with interested bodics a 
number of pressing refugee problems 

Fighty per cent of American opinion, said Mr. Horowitz, was 
pro-British, and 20 per cent, pro-German. But pro-German 
percentage was thoroughly organjsed. The Jews in America had 
been annoyed, at the outbreak of war, at the refusal of the 
British Government to accept the Jews of Palestine, and also a 
certain number of Jews in America, who had freely offered their 
services in the Allied forces Jewish opmion had now become 
sohdly pro-British, and had torgiven their past humiliation 

American opinion was gradually tending towards a realisation 
of what was involved by the war. 

From one-third to one-half of the total contributions made 
throughout the Unied States for the British War Relict, Mr. 
Horowitz added, had come either from Jews or through Jewish 
INSLILUTIONS. 

Mi. Horowitz revealed that Mr. Cyril Ross had presented, 
and was sending out at his own expense, 40 of his paintings to 
the British War Relict Society m America (15 of these had been 
accepted by the Royal Academy) for exhibition in Jewish centres 
and, finally, for auction The proceeds would go to British 
war relict. 


UNION OF HEBREW CLASSES 


Conjoint Educational Policy Taking Shape 


HOPES FOR THE FUTURE 


Dr. Isidore Fishman, the Education Officer of the Union 
of Hebrew and Religion Classes, made a statement on the 
work of the Joint Emergency Committee at a meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Union, which was held on 
Monday at Woburn House. Dr. L. V. Snowman, the 
President, presided. 

Dr. Fishman said the number of children being taught in the 
reception areas and in London had steadily increased until it 
had now reached almost 7,000. In October of last year it was 
decided to departmentalise the work of the Joint Emergency 
Committee, and he accepted the invitation to co-ordinate the 
work in London, paying occasional visits to the reception arcas. 
Although it might be estimated that there were about 5,000 
Jewish children still remaining in London, the financial position 
of the Committee was such that it only allowed an expenditure 
of £1,000 for six months, and “eg he had to limit his 
numbers to an average of 1,000 pupils. 

In October, 1940 some 330 children were being taught by 
diftlerent means in London, but at the present time the number 
had reached almost 1,400. Owinge'‘to the fact, however, that he 
had now been allowed a further sum of money, he had already 
arranged for children to receive religious instruction in school 
hours in the day schools in Hackney, as well as in the schools 
in the East End, which area had already been covered. 

Now, continued Dr. Fishman, regarding the policy of the 
Joint Emergency Committee—during the last 19 months it had 
been proved, to his mind conclusively, that educational work .in 
London could be co-ordinated, and he could only express the 
hope that the parent bodies would never be allowed to go back 
to their individual organisations when the war was over. A step 
in the right direction had been taken by the new move to expand 
the work of the Joint Emergency Committee by assuming fuller 
responsibility for the educational activities hitherto carried on 
in Greater London, and by the proposal to co-ordinate, promote, 
and assist educational activities in the Provinces by means of 
inspection, consultation, the training of teachers, the supply of 
educational material, and by grants, etc From preliminary 
inquiries m the Provinces he thought that this scheme would 
be heartily welcomed 

Regional conferences of teachers in the reception. arcas, he 
said, were being arranged in Cornwall and Cardiff and other 
places, where a day would be devoted to a discussion on the 
orgamsation of Hebrew classes and on educational problems 

Ihe Treasurer Mr. M. Albert Jacobs, in the course of his 


‘financial statement. said m 1940 £1,500 was patrd to the Joint 


Emergency Committee, and a similar sum was promised for 1941. 

Dr. Snowman reported on the proposed reconstitution of the 
Joint Emergency Committee (the draft scheme of which was given 
in last weck’s JewisH Curonicie). The idea of it, he said, was 
that the committee should be enlarged to include the provinces. 


Communal Dissension Deplored 


The annual meeting followed. 

Dr. Snowman said he thought that, despite the war, Jewish 
educational cflort had never been so active as it was at present. 
Ihe fact that the Unien, working as part and parcel of the 
Joint Emergency Committee, had been able to contact 7,000 
children in London and the reception areas, and even those 
scattered in the most remote villages, showed that the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, the Talmud Torah Trust and the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes were well able to work 
together in common harness This unified control of Jewish 
reliwious education in England would, no doubt, be continued 
for the war, and, in conjunction with. the educational institutions 
in the provinces, it was hoped by many that tt would be con- 
tinued afterwards. In that way a specitic Anglo-Jewish type ol 
Hebrew education micht eventually be evolved. But tet them 
hope that it would be something more than merely clementary 
Jewish education that would be cared for There was a very 
great need for both adolescent and adult Jewish education 

It was a travedy, Dr Snowman declared. that with Eneland 
the last stronghold of Jewish cducation in Europe Anglo-Jewry 
should still be deaf to the Appeal of the Board of Denuties for 
the funds necessary to carry on the most essential work 

He felt « Was a pity that at. such mincture an attempt had 
been made to put forward Jewish religious education in the 
Community as a sensational tsue Hie did not think that any 
better advice could be given to the protagonists in this dispute 
than that contained in the leading article in Tue Jewisn 
CHrRonicce last Friday, and if tt were taken well to heart by all 
concerned no more would be heafd of this most unfortunate 
issuc. He stated unecauivocally that the Union stood for 
Orthodox Judaism and. practised Orthodoxy. Uf there were 
people in the Community who wished to wear Pevoth let them 
do so. But they had no right to cast aspersions on the sincerity 
of those who were carryitg out a diflicult task with a moderate 
amount of success.

“THE TWILIGHT OF TALMUDISM” 


Dr. Duschinsky, by his article in your issue of April 18, has 
earned the gratitude of every conscientious Jew for his bold 
and constructive criticism of the spiritual leadership of Anglo- 
Jewry. To his inquiry: “ How can we in England remedy the 
present state of affairs?’ Dr. Duschinsky offers two suggestions: 
“(1) We must set to work to produce Talmudic scholars in 
England by supporting the existing Yeshivot and by building 
new ones. (2) The Synagogue must be taught to appoint a Rabbi 
with Rabbinical authority, and not a preacher-cum-Chazan- 
cum-Minister, who has to *‘ to the Parnassim.” am 
fully in agreement with Dr. Duschinsky that if both these ideals 
can be achieved the problem of our spiritual leadership will be 
solved. But how can “the Synagogue be taught to appoint a 
Rabbi with Rabbinical authority “2? The mere training of such 
Rabbis in England will not influence the Synagogue. In my 
opinion, only one thing can bring about an improvement in the 
present situation, and that ts the development of an educated 
laity. An eflort must be made in England not only to train 
Rabbis, but also laymen A custom should be established 
whereby boys, after leaving school and before taking up a pro- 
fession or craft, should attend a Yeshivah for a year or two. 
This method was tried in pre-Nazi Germany with great success. 
No mere traming college for Rabbis can ever. claim to be a 
Yeshivah. By their nature, the Yeshivot in Poland, Lithuania, 
and Hungary have always been institutions in which Judaism 
was taught for its own sake and for all Jews. Judaism has 
never been an esoteric creed. Therefore, by establishing real 
Yeshivot and so producing an informed laity, the Synagc.zue 
will be influenced to appoint Rabbis with Rabbinical authority, 
and the crown of the Torah will be restored to its old glory. —

ORTHODONY AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION

The war has, alas! changed all that. It has 
made of shopping a major preoccupation in a 
great many women's lives, and there is a 
danger, unless we pull ourselves together, that 
it has made many of us extremely uncivil and 
lacking im ordinary consideration for our neigh- 
bours. It has also given a lot of excuse to 
ready grumblers to air their grievances at all 
times 


@®Lack of Consideration 


“I dont want either pink or lemon,” 
declared a woman selecting undies recently, 
in a bie store. “ | want a special shade of pale 
green to match a nightie I have just bought.” 
Afier the salesgir! had opened scores of card- 
board boxes on, the counter, and had proffered 
several sets in shades that were instantly 
rejected by the customer, the floor-walker was 
summoned, and a further search was made 
among boxes hitherto reposing on the shelf. 
“IT am sorry, madam,” explained the floor- 
walker, after further consultation with the by- 
now almost frantic assistant, “ we have not the 
shade you prefer, and it ts impossible to obtain 
it either.” From the demands of this particu- 
lar customer, and the lack of understanding she 
betrayed, one would imagine that there was no 
war in progress, no human tragedy unrolling 
itself before our very eyes.

And on this subject of Queues, it is not always 
wise to engage unknown neighbours in con- 
versation, especially with loud and dogmatic 
assertion. At least, one should have a sense of 
proportion ' The most important thing to 
remember is that your difficulties, be they 
enormous im your own eves, are but a tithe of 
those that have to be borne by the shop 
assistant or dealer who serves you 

In the hbeht of that understanding, any for- 
bearance you display will be very. gratefully 
received by him, and will ultimately result in 
your getting pleasant service. There are, of 
course, imstances where shop assistants are 
guilty of lack of common civility, but in view 
of the difficulties that the present conditions 
impose upon all distributors, one should 
remember to make some allowances. A _ kind 
word, a helpful suggestion of co-operation, a 
willingness to accommodate oneself to the 
present conditions, will go a long way towards 
harmonising nerves that have been overwrought 
by conduct inspired by the neglect of those 
qualities 

After all, shopping to-day calls forth from 
us all a new level of awareness of the needs 
of others. It should help to inspire in us 
new sense of our dependence as social units 
upon one another, and upon the social 
structure we have helped to build up. And it 
should bring home to us a full idea of civic 
responsibility, mustead of the jungle law of 
snatching from one another. That ts the very 
basis of the hated Nazi doctrine we are bent on 
destroying.

MAKING THE MOST OF THE 
MEAT RATION 
Pot Roasting 


Usinc the cheaper cuts of meat gives a 
somewhat larger weekly supply and there is 
no need always to turn these into stews or 
casseroles. 

Try pot roasting for a change. Shin of 
beef, clod and sticking, chuck steak, brisket, 
etc, are all delicious treated in this way. The 
secret of success is very slow cooking over a 
very gentle heat. If the meat is very coarse 
grained dip i in vinegar an hour before cook- 
ing; this helps to soften the fibres. Melt a

With 
meat and cheese restrictions we need extra 
supplies of other body. building toods and 
haricot beans are one of the best vegetable 
sources of protein. 


Curry 


Curry makes a welcome change and is 
acceptable on cither a hot or cold day. Make 
a curry sauce for which a recipe was given 
in last week's issue, 2 or 3 spring onions can 
replace the leck, and add a teaspoonful chut- 
ney to the sauce. Cut the meat up into dice, 
mix with an equal quantity of cooked haricots 
(or use a small tin baked beans) and a little 
diced cooked carrot, and let these heat through 
in the sauce for half an hour without boiling. 
Serve this with a border of rice and a dish 


of well cooked sprouting broccoli or other 
greens 

N.B.—Cook more rice than you will need 
and use the following day with the last of the 
meat minced to make a meat pic. 


Meat Pie 


Mince the remains of the meat including 
every scrap ot fat; if any of the curry was 
lett put this through the mincer too, also 
! or 2 cooked carrots, add a breakfastcupful 
of the cooked rice, 2 teaspoonfuls chopped 
parsley, and a gill of binding sauce, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Turn into a greased fire- 
proot dish, smooth over the top neatly and bake 
in a moderate oven for about 40 minutes. 
Serve with potatoes baked in their jackets and 
shredded carrots 

Shredded carrots: Grate as many carrots 
as required, put in a casserole with a table- 
spoontul or two of water, sprinkle with salt 
and a pinch of sugar, and dot with margarine 
or dripping Cover closely and bake in a 
moderate over for about 45 minutes. Before 
serving, sprinkle liberally with chopped parsley. 

Binding sauce: Melt } oz. fat in a small 
saucepan. stir in a tablespoonful flour. and 
when quite smooth add a gill of stock (meat 
or vegetable), stir till boiling and continue 
Surring while it simmers a minute or two. 
Season’ with salt and pepper.

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A HERO’S DEATH 


Jewish Soldier’s Gallantry at Tobruk 


The gallant way in which Private Joseph Breitman, aged 
24, met his death in action was told in a recent issue of the 
Tel-Aviv daily, Davar (reports Palcor). 

During the attack on Tobruk, in Libya, Breitman was among 
the troops who led a foray through a barbed-wire entanglement 
strewn with land-mines. Though badly wounded in the 
stomach, he threw two hand-grenades at an enemy machine-gun 
position, which he silenced, and enabled the other troops in his 
platoon to rush forward. Breitman died later in hospital. 

Breitman had been two years in Palestine, having come from 
Plotzk, Poland, and was a Jewish supernumerary constable at 
Beer Yaakov. He had been a member of the Brit Trumpeldor, 
the youth organisation of the Revisionist Party. When he knew 
he was dying, Breitman asked that the Bible in his knapsack be 
buried with him. Just before he died he was told officially that, 
for his gallantry. he had been promoted to the rank of sergeant. 


WHITTINGEHAME FARM SCHOOL 


Pupils Working for Local Farmers 
[(COMMUNICATED] 


Two years ago Whittingehame House (birthplace and country 
home of the late Lord Balfour) was made available, through the 
generosity of Viscount Traprain, his nephew, as a training 
centre for young refugees from countries then suffering under 
Nazi oppression, to equip them for ultimate re-emigration to 
Palestine or the Colonies. 

Whittingchame Farm School has, during the two years now 
completed, trained 111 boys and 62 girls in agriculture. In 
addition, they have received training in carpentry, locksmith 
work, domestic work, etc. In cultural work, the School has 
concentrated on the teaching of English and the use of Hebrew 
as a living language, and has aimed at leading all the children 
to a knowledge of Jewish history and an understanding of 
Jewish traditions 

It was planned that most of these boys and girls should 
ultimately re-emigrate to Palestine, by arrangement with the 
Youth Aliyah. Eight boys and seven girls from the School 
emigrated before the route was closed 

For the rest, until their immigration into Palestine is possible, 
it has become necessary to devise some means for settling them 
in Hachshara in this country; and within the last few weeks 
the Agricultural Committee of the Central Council for Jewish 
Refueees, with the goodwill of the British authorities, has 
arranged that groups of pupils from the School (with older 
chaverim) be settled on the land in various parts of the country, 
each group being a_ self-supporting unit, working for local 
farmers or for County War Agricultural Executive Committees 
at full agricultural wages, but housed together so that they may 
continue a Jewish corporate life and their cultural studies in 
whatever spare time they may have. The Orthodox groups will 
be in the cultural and spiritual charee of Bachad: and all groups 
will maintain close contact with Hechalutz. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE SPEECH DAY 
POSTPONED 


At a recent meeting of the Hon. Officers and Council of Jews’ 
College it was decided to postpone for the current year the 
holding of the annual Speech Day at the College in view of the 
circumstances of the times 

Since the outbreak of war, the normal work ot Jews’ College 
has been continuing at Woburn House, and the Council praise 
the zeal and reeularity with which the students pursue their 
studies in circumstances which make study. difficult. Many of 
the students, in addition to their day work at the College, are 
engaged in war work in the evenings, and they have volunteered 
in- the rota of fire-watchers at Woburn House 

Some of the students are at present posted to evacuation areas, 
where they are acting as Ministers and teachers, and m some 
of the London Svnagogues, temporarily vacant owing to the 
absence of their Ministers on active service as Chaplains, students 
hill the pulpits and perform all ministerial functions.

CAMP FOR ALIEN COUPLES 


A camp for alien married couples interned in the Isle of 
Man is being opened at Port St. Mary this week. 

At the outset, 170 selected couples will be transferred to the 
group of boarding houses set aside for the purpose, and they 
will have with them about 50 children. They will be billeted on 
the landladies running the houses 

Billeting allowances are expected to work out at a guinea a 
head per week for adults and something less for children. Later 
more selected couples will be added. 


CARING FOR CHILD REFUGEES 


An illustrated pamphiet enitled “ Caring for Child Refugees " 
has been published by the Christian Council for Refugees from 
Germany and Central Europe (of Bloomsbury House) the 
Organisation which co-ordinates the refugee work of the 
Anglican, Roman Catholic, and Free Church bodies in Britain 
and which, among its other commitments, is responsible for 
upwards of 1,000 of the 10.000 Jewish and Christian children 
rescued from the Reich during the nine months immediately 

receding the outbreak of war and brought over to this country 
the Refugee Children’s Movement 

Distributed throught the country, many of the children 
enjoy the hospitality of private homes. Others are in hostels 
Or im training centres. The provision of local welfare com- 
mittees ensures close personal contact with the children and 
adequate provision for their welfare ‘in any emergency. 


TEMPORARY UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFIT 


The Minister of Labour and ational Service has made the 


Unemployment Assistance (Prevention and Relief of Distress. 


Refugees) Regulations, 1941, in order to afford assistance, during 
periods of unemployment or sickness, to British and foreign 
refugees from the Continent, including Allied nationals who are 
helping in the war effort, until such time as they acquire 
msurance rmghts under the National Health -Insurance and 
Unemployment Insurance schemes, or qualify for unemploy- 
ment assistance. Applicanis must be persons above the age of 
16 who were not normally resident im the United Kingdom 
before 1938 They must have had some insurable employment 
im this country, although not enough to qualify for ordinary 
unemployment assistance, and have been emploved abroad in 
the kind of work which would have been insurable under the 
Contributory Pensions Acts if carried on in this country.

AIR TRAINING SCHEME 
Groups Formed by Jewish Clubs 


[From our Clubs Correspondent) 


When the Air Ministry first announced the broad outline 
of the plan for the formation of Air Training Groups, for 
boys between the ages of 16 and 18 vears, three Jewish 
clubs in North London immediately took the initiative and 
started to form their own sections: Stamford Hill and 
North London (J.L.8.) Boys’ Clubs are in the process of 
forming their own squadrons (up to 200 strength), and 
Hackney Boys Club is attempting to form its own Flight 
{up to SO boys). 

Ihe local authorities, in whose hands the Air Ministry 
eventually placed the responsibility for arranging the Air Train- 
ing Corps (the name by which the tramimg groups are now 
known), have accepted the groups formed by “ North London,” 
“ Stamford Hill,” and “ Hackney,” although from now on all 
further sections everywhere can only be formed through a 
central depot in cach Borough, which will be governed by a 
* Mayor's Committee” Mr. Douglas Schofield, whose name has 
been prominently connected for a long period with work for 
Jewish youth, is one of five on the Hackney Borough Mayor's 
Committee 

It should be emphasised that the three groups started by the 
Jewish clubs—-which have yet to approved by the A 
Ministry—are not specifically Jewish. They are open to any 
Jewish or non-Jewish boy in the district, club member or not. 

Through the Hackney Mayor's Committee, a number of 
former Jewish Lads’ Brigade ofhcers, have been suggested for 
recommendation to the Au Ministry for commissions under the 
scheme. It ts not vet known whether all. or any, have been 
accepted, but one can say with every confidence that they have 
proven records in successful youth leadership. As there have 
been mo separate groups formed im the East End of London, 
and those voung men who have jomed the A.T.C. have done 
so through the Central District Body, the position of young Jews 
is not so clearly defined as in North London. » Very soon, how- 
ever, it should be possible to give a clearer picture of this district, 
which contains so many Jewish boys

CAREERS ADVICE 


A memorandum of guidance has been sent by the Board of 
Education to headmasters on the arrangements for proceeding 
to universities for young men born in 1922 and 1923. The 
older half of the 1922 age class would nage 4 be required 
to register at some date towards the middle of the summer, 
and the younger half about January next year. Boys who 
would in ordinary circumstances proceed to the university miust 
expect to be called up with their age class, without any defer- 
ment to enable them to complete an academic year, unless they 
have first received a favourable recommendation from a 
University Joint Recruiting Board or are covered by the 
Schedule of Reserved Occupations. 

Under this Schedule, Medical and Dental students will be 
reserved if they have been admitted or duly accepted for admts- 
sion as students by the appropriate faculty. Veterimary students 
will be reserved if they have passed their first professional or 
equivalent examination. Reservation in such cases, however, 
will be conditional upon satisfactory reports as to progress. 

In certain cases, there will be deferments in other faculties, 
and applications for these deferments are to be made to a 
University Joint Recruiting Board through the student's head- 
master, 

There is a great and continuods need, it is stated, for 
technicians in the Services, Government Departments, and 
industry. It is a matter of urgent and national importance 
that the supply be maintained, and headmasters will no doubt 
wish to take this into consideration when deciding whether to 
recommend boys within the scope of the technical committees 
to proceed to universities. The need is particularly pressing 
for men for radio and telecommunications work, and for this 
reason the maximum output of physicists is essential. Students 
who take chemistry or one of the bjological sciences as their 
main subject should be urged to read physics as a subsidiary 
subject. The need for engineers, electrical, mechanical, and 
civil, will. it is anticipated, remain high. 


New regulations have been settled for examinations at Oxford 
for war degrees Ihe usual nine terms’ residence ts required, 
but only five terms need be kept, and the remainder may te 
completed by war service. Provision is made, by splitting u 
into shorter courses, for undergraduates to proceed with 
Honours courses up to certain stages before being called up, and 
the war degree regulations will be continued after the end of 
the war to enable students to complete the requirements.

BEGINNINGS OF EMPIRE 
The Hudson’s Bay Company 


The earliest days of colonisation in Canada form the 
setting for Hudson's Bay, the new film at the Regal. It tells 
how Lord Edward Crewe, exiled from the Court of 
Charles sets out from Montreal with two French- 
Canadian trappers to trade for beaver pelts with the Indians 
at Hudson's Bay. Out of this adventure came the idea for a 
company charter from the King and the eventual formation 
of the Hudson's Bay Company. 

The central figure in the picture is that of Pierre Radisson, 
the trapper who has a deep love for the little-known Northern 
territory and its Indians. [{t is he who, coming to London with 
Lord Crewe, sees to it that the newly-formed trading company 
shall treat the Indians fairly, and back in Canada it is he who 
orders the execution of an Englishman who almost starts a tribal 
war through giving liquor to the Indians. The part of Radisson 
is played by Paul Muni. It is a complete change for him to turn 
from his hitherto dignified rdles to portray this wiry little man, 
who is -by turns impudent and whimsical. The man is a 
“ character,” and Muni plays him for all he is worth. His acting 
is magnificent, and it is not Muni's fault that the character fails 
on occasion to be quite convincing. His companion, a mountain 
of a man, played by Laird Cregar, is more true to type 

Irving Pichel directs well the Canadian scenes, but the court 
of King Charles carries less conviction, and there is something 
really funny in Nell Gwynn’'s pure Cockney in the midst of the 
Court's rather history-bookish conversation. Lord Crewe is

Frank Warning to Anglo-Jewry 


(Continued from page 1) 


“The Anglo-Jewish Community as a whole has never had 
to deal with any big problem for the Jewish Gommunity of 
this country. Nobody would like to suggest that the public 
authorities would not cater for Jews as well as non-Jews. 
The public authorities did not make any distinction between 
Jews and others. But a large number of Jews want kasher food. 

* Other difficult problems arose. Nobody is asking the people 
in Leicester, or Leeds or Birmingham to help the Jews in 
London. That is being dealt with by the Jews in London. 

“Every local community must deal with its local affairs. 
Our problem is this—there are many parts of the country where 
there are no permanent Jewish Communities and where there ts 
nobody to deal with it, or where the number of Jews has been 
very small in the past and has now become considerably 
increased owing to the evacuation. These Jews cannot look after 
themselves. If you have a few thousand Jews from the East 
End of London who just manage to keep body and soul 
together, evacuated to various towns and villages, they cannot 
be expected to build up a Jewish life for themselves. Our duty 
is to help them, and it is also our duty to the country. I 
received a letter from a Jewish woman saying ‘I have not 
tasted meat for 10 months.” It is our business to make it pos- 
sible for her to obtain meat. Jews in this country had for- 


merly been only concerned with their local problems. They 
lived independently and did not worry about the others; so it 
went on for generations. But that was utterly wrong. Do you 


think that if a clergyman of the Church of England writes to 
a Jewish Rabbi pointing out that there are so many evacuated 
children in his neighbourhood and that nobody is looking after 
them that it is good for the Jewish reputation?” 

It was no use somebody telling him, he continued, that antt- 


Semitism would exist whatever we did. It was not produced 
by Jewish misbehaviour, though it could be very powerfully 
supported by the added excuse which was occasionally given 
by Jews who misbehaved. The excuse was a dangerous thing 
if it was true. 

“It is the business of some Central authority to see to it 
that these things do not happen—that the behaviour of Jews as 
citizens is correct, however severely they may be exposed to 
temptation. It is our business to see to it that Jews live like 
decent citizens and that Jews are understood by non-Jews and 
are recognised as upon the same level of citizenship as non- 
Jews. In all the dispersal centres we have to see to it that the 
Jews and their non-Jewish neighbours are friendly and this can 
only be based upon relations of mutual respect. Our 
Rabbis have told us a em | time ago that Jews are responsible 
for one another, but probably — did not realise how true was 
that statement. This work touches every one of us closely. 
People are around us watching for every avenue of attack in 
this most critical period of the war. You find anti-Jewish 
activities all over the place. The hidden hand of the Fifth 
Column is always ready to lead the attack on the Jews. 

“ Our great responsibility is to see to it that Jews who are 
evacuated should be advised, should be helped, and that diffi- 
culties should be smoothed out.”
